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N ew York, March 9.— Tim defense 
in the Thaw case rested immediately 
after the convening of court and tin 
adjournment thereupon 
was ordered 
until Monday morning next at 10:39 
o’clock. 
District 
Attorney 
Jerom e 
said that while he had been inform ally 
notified Thursday 
afternoon of the 
changed plans of the defendant’s coun­ 
sel he had come to court expecting to 
he confronted 
by additional 
expert 
testimony as to Thaw ’s state of mind. 
His 
witnesses were 
not ready, 
he 
added, and it was upon this represen­ 
tation and with the freely granted con­ 
sent of the defense that the adjourn­ 
ment was taken. 
Court proceedings 
occupied about 
five minutes and District Attorney Je ­ 
rome returned at once 
to hts borne 
and began preparing bis campaign of 
rebuttal testimony. 
Almost bis first 
move was to have a subpoena served 
upon Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw requir­ 
ing her to produce in court any Int­ 
ers she may have in her possession 
written by Stanford W hite. 
The district attorney had M ay Mar 
Kenzlo notified to he In court Monday 
prepared to go upon tho witness stand 
Miss MacKenzie had been under sub­ 
poena by the state ever since the trial 
began.
